At 
the same time officials of a 
supermarket on the shopping 
center site told Mayor Isen that 
they plan to complete the con­ 
struction of their store two 
months before Broadway-Hale 
opens Its doors next year.

Trash Collections Rise 
— So Does Confusion

Torrance Street department's -biggest problem is not 
the 35 percent increase in the amount of rubbish and trash 
collected since October 1 but the increase in confusion 
amon^ the city's homeowners, according to Ralph Perkins, 
superintendent of the Park and Street department.Perkins reported hundreds of*                   
calls from homeowners appar­ 
ently following the changes In 
rubbish collection undertaken 
within Los Angeles city limits.

Torrance residents need only 
place newspapers and other 
trash that had been previously 
burned in Incinerators into con­ 
tainers, either paper cartons or 
lightweight metal barrels to 
have the rubbish picked up by 
Street department employees on 
their regularly scheduled pick­ 
up days, Perktns explained.

He asked homeowners to 
place no fnore than 70 Ibs. of 
trash into the containers. More 
than one container or barrel 
may be used, he added. Tin 
cans, bottles and other non- 
combustible material must be 
in separate containers. Lawn 
and tree trimmings can be 
mixed with cojnbustible rubbish* 
but branches four feet or more 
in length must be tied In bun­ 
dles, Perkins said.

Cost to Taxpayers?
How much will the bond issue cost the average 

Torrance homeowner and taxpayer?
City Manager George W. Stevens came up with 

these figures:
The $1,qpO,000 airport bond issue will cost the 

taxpayer absolutely nothing. Interest and retirement 
of the bond issue will be paid entirely from airport 
revenues.

The $3,000,000 park and recreation bond issue 
will cost the average homeowner $4.50, or less, the 
first year. This breaks down to 37 cents a month for 
the average family. The rate will drop each year and 
"within a few years will be less than half."

As an example, Stevens explained that the aver­ 
age medium priced -tract home is assessed at $3000. 
The additional tax of 15 cents per $100 valuation 
would increase the tract homeowners tax bill by 
$4.50.

Fred Mill, comptroller of National Supply Co., 
estimated that his company would be required to pay 
$7000 more a year in taxes.
